It is pointed 
out that uu active cauvas.s is to be made 
by the gold Democrats under the 
auspices of the committee to be appoint- 
ed oy the couvention to succeed the 
proviBional committee against the Chi- 
cago nominees and that this could be 
done, more effective and more con.sist- 
ently with nominees in the Hold. 

When the present movement was or- 
ganized the uaestioii of caudi^iAte was 
considered of little imi)ortancrt.

All the '••iMuuuiiications wliich have 
been rec 'ived on the subj»>ct by Mr. 
Bynum v, ill be turned over to the com- 
mittee ou resolutions when it .shall b<> 
appointed. Mr. Bynum says tliat it 
does not necessarily mean that because 
Mr. Hewitt had di-afted u plationn that 
it would be the one adopted by the con- 
vention. Soino of the dele^rates now 
here think that it is a mistake to have 
any idOii get out that the platform was 
drawn by Mr. Hewitt or any other 
man. 

A draft of the nionoy plank prepared 
in the treuHurv department hoB been 
I9dn by several leaders of the gold move- 
ment,' and there is a general impression 
that sa|rgestio^a from this quai'ter will 
be reottved by the committee on resolu- 
tUmi and the convention with a great 
deal of favor. It is potisible that several 
of the money planks which have been 
prepared are drawn on the lines sng- 
gested in the treamry department, aud 
possibly Mr. Hewitt's dnkft may con 
tain these saggestioni. 

There is also talk of • plank in favor 
of cnrrenoy refom. haTiug for its main 
object the retitemMit of the greenbacks, 
and a revised eystem of issuing bank 
notes to take tne place of the green 
baoks, the notes to be redeemed and re 
iasaed and supported by a gold reserve 
in the banks, with the maintainance of 
all curroucy at a par with gold. The 
scheme is said to have behind it several 
strong men who will push it before the 
committee on resolutions. 

There is also a movement to secure an 
endor-.ement of the piinciple of the in* 
come tax, but this does not receive very 
hearty support from the delegates now 
here. .

New Youk, Sept. 1.— A ilispatch to 
The World from Havana says: - The 
rebels must be defeated before the year 
( nds or we are lost," Premier Oanovas 

cabled to Captain Ceneral Weyler. The 
des]iairiiiR dispatch explained that tiie 
Spaiiisli government has taken alarm at 
tlie developinents of a recent interview 
between United States Minister Taylor 
and the Duke of Tetnan, Spain's miuiit- 
ter of foreign affairs. 

( Jem ral Weyler cabled b.ick to Mad- 
rid that in that case he must resort to 
I xtreme methods. 

"Do as you plea.sc," replied Seiior 
L'aiiovas. 

Thereupon (ieneral Weyler deter- 
mined to issue shortly an edict forbid- 
ling the grinding of the s« asou s su:.'ar 
rip. 

When that edict appears war v. ill be- 
gin in earnest. The Cubans will occu- 
py hills and woods, the .^i)anish troojis 
will be in towns and villages. Sugar 
mills will be destroyed by both sides, 
r Weyler will adopt Gomez's tactics 
and enter upon a campaign of extirpa- 
tion. Cuba will be ma<le (bisolate by 
tire and sword. The torch will be ap- 
plied by regulars and insurgents alik - 
to everything which might give aid and 
comfort to the enemy. Everybody out- 
side the military lines will bo shot with- 
out challenge. 

There was a panic in politic.il and 
financial quarten when Oener.il Wey- 
ler's intention leaked out. The Marquis 
;>f Apezteguia, the chief of the Conserv- 
ative party, was immediately summoned 
to Havana by wire from the Conttanoia 
sugar plantation, where he was making 
extensive preparations for next year's 
L'rop. 

A meeting of the Conservative lead- 
ers was held. Planters aud politicians 
:)f great influence were present. After 
a long, hot discussion, in which General 
Wi vler s expected edict was denounced 
without stint, resolutions were adopted 

to thi> 5',.rport: 

"First, that a committee composed of 
the ;\lar(iuis of Apezteguia, Pascual 
tiolgoi'lica and Patacco Sanche/, visited 
Weyler and they pievaileil upon him not 
to issue the edict. 

"Second, if he persists in liis defor- 
mination to issue the edict tliat the gov- 
I'rniiiei'.t at Madrid be urueil to recall 
Weyler to Si*ain."

Extent of the Massacres in 
ConstantinopI*. 

RIOTINQ LAST£D THIRTY HOURS. 



Tho Bloodr Work Wm Don* by Order of 
the Turklah .Authorities— A Serlunn Coa- 
flict Ha« Taken riace om tiM Turkish and 
linlKnrinii rroBtlor— Ainorleans So fmr 
Are Hate. 

CovsTAXTTNOPLB, Scpt. 1.— Thefc is 

no loni.'er any douVit that the ri'cent 
massa 'n's in this city were organized 
by the Turkish authorities and it has 
been ascertained that the orders were 
only given to the Bashib.izouks to ceas^" 
massacreing Abe Armeiiiiins after the 
bloody work had been g<jing on for 80 
hours. It is also a fact that hundreds 
of Turks wer ' br luudit ov.-r from the 
,\siati<- side of the Bosphorus in order 
to take p.irt in the massacres and many 
Armenians were jmt in boats which 
were then taken out to sea. Their fatt^ 
is unknown, tmt there is not the slight- 
est doubt but th.it they have been 
drowned. 

Although it may be true that the at- 
tack on the Ottoman bank originated 
with the Armenian revolution. iry com- 
mittee, it is admitted on all side> that 
the massacres which followed were not 
justilied and that from :!,0()o to 4.ooo 
pe(jple lost their lives in the streets of 
tliis ( ity or in those of the suburbs dur- 
ing the i)ast week. 

The .\rmeniatis also intended to at- 
tack the jjalace, the branch otiice of the 
Credit Lyounais and other places, their 
avowed object being to force the powers 
to intervene in the Armenian qat>sti(>n. 

A dispatch received here from Phil- 
lipopolis says that a serious conflict oc- 
currod lost week on the Turkish aud 
Bulgarian frontier. It seems to have 
been an outpost affair near the village 
of Shivalouki. Twelve Turks were 
killed or wounded and five Bulgarians 
were wounded. As a result further 
and much more dangerous complications 
are anticipated.

It will prac- 
tically control the affairs of the ossouia- 
tion so far as the regolation^ priooeis 
concernoil. 

According to tlie ideas of the pro- 
moters of tii(t movement distiller,') will 
not be permitted to become inonibers, 
the ground bt'ing taken that the chief 
cause of the pre.sent condition of the 
li(Hior trade is tlie overproduction of 
whisky by distillers and the wild and 
irresponsible spe.ul;ition in whisky.
